Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Discussed the rejections of record and particularly JP '506 and GB 
'439. Applicant's representative urged that the JP '506 reference would not suggest overlapping ribbon edges, 
especially in light of the fig. 2 depiction in JP '506. The examiner however pointed to paragraph [0039] of the machine 
translation that is considered to suggest that "lap winding" may be carried out, this being considered to suggest 
overlapping edges as claimed. Applicant's representative also urged that GB '439 would not have been combinable 
with JP '506 as GB '439 is directed to forming a winding that is consolidated into a homogenous mass and does not 
explicitly describe spiral winding. The examiner indicated however that this reference is considered to be directed to 
essentially the same problem faced by the artisan in following the JP '506 teachings for preforming the component - 
namely the formation of a preformed annular tire component by winding a strip for later assembly with the side of a tire 
- and thus it is again submitted that the artisan would have been guided and informed by these teachings in terms of 
known ways to preform annular tire components by spiral winding. Further, it was the examiners' contention that the 
artisan skilled in tis art would have understood the discussion with respect to the fig. 2 embodiment in GB '439 as 
suggesting spiral windings - note the reference to the rotation of the support mold and the radial movement of the 
extruder nozzle (esp. page 2, lines 67+). . 
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
